WASHINGTON (AP) - A Ne- 


gro congressman says abolition 
of the Electoral College would 
encourage black separatist par- 
ties and other splinter groups 
that would shatter the two-party 
system. 


Rep. William Clay, D-Mo.,

to direct popular elections as 
the House neared a key vote on 
electoral reform. 


An alternate plan, sponsored 


by Texas Democrat Rep. John 
Dowdy, calling for awarding 
electoral votes on the basis of 
congressional districts instead 
of by states was rescheduled for 
voting today after a delay in the 
House Monday. 


Clay, a freshman congress- 


man from St. Louis, said the 
present system of electing presi- 
dents enhances the political 
power of Negroes in urban 
areas by making it possible for 
them to influence large blocs 
of electoral votes. Wiping out 
the electoral college, he said, 
would eliminate the influence of 
Negro voters in the North as 
well as the South. 


Clay's position puts him at 


odds with most urban congress- 
men. 


Clay declared the Electoral 


College is the best protection for 
the two-party system, which, he 
said, offers Negroes their best 
opportunity for political partici- 
pation. 


Splinter Groups 


Without the cohesiveness of 


the Electoral College, he said, 
the national parties will be 
weakened and splinter groups 
will be encouraged to take their 
views to the electorate. 


"I am certain that black se-

Paper Industry Penalized by New Tax 


Various ramifications of the state's new 


4 per cent sales tax are just beginning to 
surface. A most serious one for the paper 
industry of this state was the discovery that 
the tax will apply to fuels and electric 
power which are used in large quantities in 
the manufacture of paper, a tax the 
industry was not subjected to under the 
former selective sales tax law. 


In some cases the effect of the new tax 


on paper manufacturers is the equivalent 
of doubling the corporate income tax the 
industries pay to the state. 


Kimberly-Clark Corp.. 
for instance. 


estimates its tax bill will be increased by 
several hundred thousand dollars a year. 
Consolidated Papers of Wisconsin Rapids 
would have paid an additional $210,000 in 
taxes last year if the law had been in effect. 


Raw materials used in manufacturing 


are not taxed under the law, since the tax is 
applied to the finished products. But there 
was no exemption for fuel and power used 
in manufacturing written into the new sales 
tax law. 


Obviously the additional taxes put the 


Wisconsin paper industry at a disadvantage 
in competing with paper producers from 
other states. 


The most serious aspect of this situation 


is that the paper industry had no opportun- 
ity to object or present its point of view on 
the tax bill until after it was law. 


The compromise budget-tax bill which 


finally passed both Senate and Assembly 
and was approved by Governor Knowles 
ostensibly was put together by the Joint 
Finance Committee in public session, but 
the real guts of the legislation was 
hammered out in secret Republican Party 
caucuses in both the Senate and Assembly. 


Zeroxed copies of the bill were made 


available to Senators and 
Assemblymen 


only one day before they reconvened to 
adopt the bill, and there was no general 
public distribution. It was only after the 
bill became law and was printed that the 
'public had an opportunity to examine the 
fine print. 


So suddenly the paper industry now 


finds itself confronted with an accomplish- 
ed fact. And that fact is that by the nature 
of their business paper manufacturers have 
been singled out to pay large additional 
taxes to the state, taxes which make it more 
difficult for them to compete in the very 
price-conscious field of selling paper prod- 
ucts. 


Fly the Flag on Citizenship Day 


Flags should be flying proudly Wednes- 


day, for it is Citizenship Day, and one of 
the ways many Americans 
have been 


emphasizing pride in their country in 
recent months has been through the use of 
flags. In addition to the customary flying of 
home flags on patriotic days, many families 
have applied bumper or window flag 
stickers to their cars. This is all to the 
good. 


At the same time, the word "flag- 


waving" has come to have derogatory 
overtones for some people. To them it may 
mean an unreasoning loyalty to country, a 
citizenship which follows blindly instead of 
democratically, a mentality which somehow 
can consider long hair unpatriotic while 
seeing nothing wrong with trying to beat 
the government by minor income tax 
evasion. 


Many persons have mourned this divi- 


sion in modern America. In some cases it 


follows the lines of the generation gap. But 
it does not have to be all to the bad. 


We need both viewpoints in this 


country, just as we have always needed 
diversity in our form of democracy. We 
need the flag wavers and flyers to remind 
us of our responsibility to this nation, a 
responsibility we can get rid of only by 
renouncing our citizenship and moving to 
another land. We need the questioners to 
remind us that this country was born in the 
throes of discontent with the normative 
political structure of the time, that a good 
share of its greatness lies in the ability to 
try new ideas and fail if necessary — but 
always being ready to adapt and change as 
the world around us changes. 


Diversity brings strength, but it should 


also bring respect for the differing view- 
point, even if there is not agreement. This, 
too, is part of the heritage we will celebrate 
on Citizenship Day. 


English Struggle With Abortion Law

When the British government approved 


the Abortion Act of 1968, the law was 
hailed by its supporters as a means to limit 
abortions to very specific instances and to 
insure that the operation was done by 
qualified surgeons, not by fly-by-night 
abortionists. It is now clear that the law has 
had one effect which the British apparently 
overlooked: 
it has made London the 


abortion capital of the world. 


Lancet, the prestigious British medical 


journal, reported in a recent' issue that 
1.000 abortions a week, or 52.000 a year, 
are being performed, three-fifths of them 
under the auspices of the National Health 
Service under the guidelines set by the law 
The law permits abortion when two doctors 
certify that the woman needs one. It 
provides that the operation must be 
registered and must be performed in a 
place under the control of the Ministry of 
Health. 


The British Medical Associaton believes 


that many unscrupulous practitioners are 
providing abortions on demand even while 
they are staying within the letter if not the 
spirit of the law. The association is 
concerned that the entire English medical 
profession is being brought into disrepute 
by such physicians. According to the 
London Economist, what one member of 
Parliament has called the "abortion racket" 
has reached a point where some doctors are 
working 16 hours a day at $350 per 
abortion. Some physicians have established 


an airport limousine service to meet their 
patients from America. Germany, Switzer- 
land and Scandinavian countries. One 
airline provides directions to one abortion 
clinic. 


Some efforts are now being made to 


amend the law to provide more controls 
but they have met with little success. The 
law, one member of Parliament said, puts 
"the whole emphasis . . . on increasing 
abortion facilities, distributing abortion 
clir>irs about the country as if one were 
distributing sugar." 


Pressure to amend the law may come 


ultimately from physicians themselves. 
Pul.^e. a medical journal, reported recently 
that 63 per cent of the nation's' 35,000 
practicing physicians 
responding to a 


questionnaire were against the Abortion 
Act as now worded. Any changes in the 
law's guidelines are opposed by the Family 
Planning Association. 


Many complex ethical and moral ques- 


tions are involved in the abortion question. 
They pit those who believe it is legalized 
murder against those who see the unborn 
as impinging on the rights of the mother if 
her health of mind or body are affected or 
may be affected by pregnancy, especially 
one unwanted for whatever reason. 
. But the English are discovering that 
free and easy abortions are not the simple 
touchstone to solve problems of pregnancy 
that many thought the Abortion Act would 
be.

Kraft Writes 
Soviets May be Ready to Talk 


But Agreement Is Another Matter

NEW YORK - The Sino- 


Soviet meeting in Peking puts 
a new emphasis on relations 
between Russia and the United 
States. And the test of those 
Big Two ties looms as the 
chief focal point of the Gener- 
al Assembly which gets under 
way here at the United Na- 
tions this week. 


Everybody is expecting For- 


eign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
to bring a date for beginning 
Big Two talks on arms limita- 
tion and a new set of propos- 
als for Big Two talks on the 
Near East. The Jolly Roger — 
as members of the American 
delegation call Secretary of 
State William Rogers — has 
left lots of time available for 
chats with Mr. Gromyko. And 
President Nixon himself will 
put in an appearance. 


But while Big Towism is the 


dominant note, all signs indi- 
cate formidable obstacles to 
accord on substantive issues. 
The era of negotiations, to use 
Mr. Nixon's phrase, does not 
look like an era of agreement.

WOULD MAKE SENSE 
Consider first the issue of 


arms-limitation talks. Both the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union have pressing internal 
problems which require money 
now being poured into arma- 
ments. Each has weapons 
available w i t h 
destructive 


powers far beyond what would 
be required in even the worst 
possible cases. 


Accordingly, it would make 


sense to agree on a mutual 
freeze or even a joint scaling- 
down. As Under Secretary of 
State Elliot Richardson recent- 
ly put it: "Overkill multiplied 
by overkill still equals over- 
kill." 


But many signs — including 


the strained circumstances of 
Premier Alexei Kosygin's visit 
to Peking — affirm that Soviet 
relations with China remain 
exceedingly dicey. So serious 
is the sension that the Soviet 
Union would probably not want 
to have its nuclear strength 
subject to any fixed limita- 
tions at this time. 


The more so as the present 


regime in Moscow seems to be 
divided internally and domi- 
nated by mediocre men with 
no great hold on the country. 
It is hard to believe that so 
lackluster a bunch could push 
past the military opposition 
bound to arise from a compli- 
cated a n d delicate arms 
agreement which touches the 
very heart of national sov- 
ereignty. 


Of course, the Russians may 


want to engage the United 
State on arms-limitation talks. 
That way they would have an 
insurance policy in their con- 
flict with China. Equally they 
would have a sense of Ameri- 
can aims and capabilities. But 
it would be extremely surpris- 
ing if they ever pushed negoti- 
ation through to final conclu- 
sions.

GLUED TO NASSER 


Similarly in the Near East,. 


It is now apparent that the 
present regimes in Cairo and 
Jerusalem are mutually ex- 
clusive. Col. Nasser cannot 
approach the minimal terms 
acceptable to Prime Minister 
Golda Meir. The Israelis know 
that, and >the recent pattern of 
raids suggests 'that they are 
trying to break Nasser down. 


But the Soviet Union, partic- 


ularly given the unenlighten- 


ment of its leadership, is not 
airily going to give up on Col. 
Nasser. For with Col. Nasser 
would go Russia's stance as a 
revolutionary power, plus the 
stake the Russians imagine 
they have in the Near East — 
the Mediterranean presence 
and the penetration down the 
Red Sea and the Persian Gulf 
to southern Arabia and East 


Kraft 


Africa, Moscow, in effect, is 
glued to Cairo. 


The United States may be in 


slightly more flexible position 
with respect to Israel. But 


even the present Administra- 
tion would not put pressure on 
Jerusalem for a settlement 
unless the Russians were ap- 
plying a hammerlock to their 
Egyptian clients. Thus, once 
again, the idea of a signed, 
sealed, and delivered agree- 
ment goes by the boards. 


The best that can be done is 


a continuing Big Two dialogue 
that would make it possible 
for the world to live with the 
Near East. In that way both 
Russia and the United States 
can at least make sure that 
they are not drawn into the 
incidents bound to occur be- 
tween Israel and the Arab 
states for a long time to come. 


In short, the outlook is for 


Big Two engagement — but 
without any conclusions. And 
it is indeed hard to see how 
that uneasy arrangement can 
be changed until Communist 
China finally reenters 
the 


world arena.

Everybody b e m o a n s the 


swift passing of time. Some of 
Shakespeare's most mournful 
sonnets were written on this 
theme: man's life is ravenous- 
ly devoured by the tiger-jaws 
of time.

almost unnoticed compensa- 
tion — the great gift of 
memory. We take it for grant- 
ed that we should have a rich 
and powerful memory of the 
past; it never occurs to us 
that, of all creatures, we are 
the most blessed in this re- 
spect. 


Man has been called a "time- 


binding animal," which means 
that all human history would 
be impossible if the race did 
not possess the memory to 
transmit knowledge through 
the generations. 


Apart from this unique en- 


dowment (which has permitted 
us to make the earth our 
own), there is the deeply 
personal gratification of living 
in the past. 


Life passes swiftly, but it is

Equally important, we can 


track backward and live in the 
minds of great men.
